The Republicans went home from Miami Beach 


with the unity Richard Nixon promised he would do 


nothing to jeopardize in his choice of a running m ate. 
The task they and he now face is the far more difficult 
one of transforming party unity into party appeal to 
the voters. 
Granting them their minority base of 27 per cent of 
the nation’s registered voters, they must do no less 
than convince one-third of the rem ainder of the elec­ 
torate 
Democrats and independents—-that they have 
the answers to the problems the nation faces today 
and will face in the coming four years. 
By the nature of things, the party out of power has 
to emphasize the sins and failings of the incumbent 
administration. 
The phrty in power m ust of neces­ 
sity defend its record. 
Both, of course, are never 
short on promises of how they will do better in the 
future. 


As it would appear this early in the contest, the 
"ins” have the harder problem. For it has been dur­ 
ing the Johnson administration, whether because of 
the President’s policies or in spite of them, that the 
large and small crises that affect and concern all 
Americans today have developed and come to their 
present pass—the endless war in Vietnam, inflation 
burgeoning federal power and m assive deficits that 
have required a tax hike, racial unrest in the cities, 
the hippie generation and widespread disaffection 
among youth with American institutions and mores, 
crim e and pollution. 
It would be an error to predict the nature of candi­ 
date Nixon’s campaign on the basis of his acceptance 
speech alone. But it is certain that just as he touched 
most of these bases in that speech, he will hit all of 
them harder again and again in the coming months. 
Thus it may be not so much what the Republicans 
promise to do as what the Democrats can be charged 
with failing to do that will sway the decisions of many 
voters. 


Yet Nixon cannot rely on the protest vote alone. 
Thomas E. Dewey remains the classic example of what 
can hapen to a candidate when he bases his strategy 
on the belief that the people are so fed up with one ad­ 
ministration that they will turn to another without ask­ 
ing too many questions. 
There is also the brooding presence of George Wal­ 
lace. Like a dark star, his as yet unmeasured gravita­ 
tional attraction for a considerable number of voters, 
not just in the South, is something both major party 
candidates will be forced to counter. 
Nixon, the man who made it back the hard way, 
knows this. Above all, he knows that that all-important 
body of independents and nominal Democrats, who hold 
the election in the balance, will be listening to him to 
hear not just what the Democrats have done wrong, 
but to hear—in Specific terms—just what the Republi­ 
cans intend to do right. 
The gauntlet is down. It is now the turn of the Demo­ 
crats to pick it up as they prepare to convene in 
Chicago.

delegates on a cruise Monday 
afternoon on a private yacht 
loaned to Nixon. 
He also helped arrange the 
secret Nixon conference with 
Southern delegates at which 
Nixon threw cold water on 
school bussing, promised to

Justices who could stick with 
the 
Constitution, 
not

laws on their own. 
Vice Presidential Vele 
In return, Nixon agreed to 


veto 
four 
vice 
presidential 
c a n d i d a t e s 
who 
were 
anathem a to the South: Sen. 
Ed Brooke, the 
Negro from 
M assachusetts; John Lindsay, 
mayor of New York; 
Sen. 
Mark Hatfield of Oregon; Sen. 
Charles Percy of Illinois. 
Actually. Thurmond was not 
too happy about Nixon's final 
choice of Agnew, but agreed 
that 
Agnew 
would not an­ 
tagonize 
the 
South. 
Agnew 
had been elected governor of 
Maryland as a defender of 
open 
housing. 
However, 
he 
took a strong stand against 
the 
Negro 
sit in 
at 
Bowie 
State College, and called on 
Negro leaders to read the riot 
act to militants after the April 
burnings in Baltimore. About 
IOO Negro moderates walked 
out. So Thurmond agreed that 
Anew 
would not antagonize 
the South. 
Nixon's mistake, however. 
was 
in 
not 
consulting 
the 
moderates. He consulted *he 
S o u t h 
but 
forgot 
the 
moderates. They were sore, 
not so much at the choice of 
Agnew, 
a 
fellow 
moderate, 
but at not being consulted. 
Whether Nixon’s calculated 
risk in working with Thur­ 
mond 
will 
pay 
off 
now 
rem ains to be seen. The two 
men have known anet liked 
each other ever siride 
the 
Eisenhower 
admlnifl ration 
when Nixon presided over the 
S e n a t e . 
Thurmond, 
as 
governor of South Carolina, 
had 
bolted the 
I'iemocratic 
party in 1948 to form a third 
party against Harry Truman 
after Hubert Humphrey, then 


mayor of 
Minneapolis, 
had 
forced a showdown on civil 
rights. 
Though Humphrey won the 
civil rights battle, the entire 
South walked out of the con­ 
vention, and a majority of the 
South voted for Strom Thur­ 
m ond's third party that fall. 
This 
is 
one 
reason 
Nixon 
figured he could combat the 
W a l l a c e 
third 
party 
movement this fall—20 years 
later. 
A Lonely Senator 
But ever since he bolted the 
Democratic party, Thurmond 
has been a lonely figure in 
the Senate. He is charming, 
likable, a regular attendant at 
prayer breakfasts. But as a 
Republican he is no longer 
welcome 
among 
Southern 
S e n a t o r s , and moderate 
Republican 
Senators 
don't 
quite trust his politics. In fact. 
Republicans 
fumed 
when 
Thurmond was appointed to 
t h • 
Republican 
Policy 
Committee For a time. Sen. 
Richard 
Russell, 
the 
elder 
statesm an from Georgia, was 
not enthusiastic about having 
Strom on his Armed Services 
Committee. 
One aspect of Thurmond’s 
career which fellow Senators 
are skeptical about is his very 
close ties with the right wing 
military, 
including 
retired 
Gen. Edwin Walker, who was 
transferred 
from 
Germany 
after 
he 
indoctrinated 
his 
troops 
with 
some 
of 
the 
teachings of the John Birch 
Society. Thurmond, a m ajor 
general in the Army Reserve, 


was one of W alker’s cham ­ 
pions. 
Senators 
Thurmond 
and 
Tower of Texas, the two lone 
.Southern 
Republicans, 
have 
been thrown together by both 
geography and politics. Tower 
even 
loaned 
Thurmond 
his 
ghost-writer. Horace Clay, to 
help the Senator from South 
Carolina write a book. They 
should be reasonably effective 
in aiding Nixon in the South. 
One 
incident 
in 
Strom 
Thurmond’s life which South 
Carolinians will never let him 
forget is how he invited the 
first Negro governor of the 
Virgin Islands, 
William 
H. 
Hastie. to stay at the execu­ 
tive 
mansion 
in 
Columbia,' 
S.C., 
when 
Thurmond 
was 
governor to that state. 
Thurmond, of course, did 
not know that Hastie was a 
Negro. 
"It is my earnest hope.” 
wrote Thurmond, “that you 
and your family will honor 
South Carolina with a visit, 
and be our guests at the 
m ansion.” 
The Negro 
governor was 
tactful. 
He 
thanked 
the 
governor of South Carolina for 
“your gracious invitation to 
me and my fam ily,” but said 
his children were quite young 
and that it would be difficult 
for him to travel extensively. 
In 
return, 
Hastie 
invited 
Thurmond to “ visit the Virgin 
Islands and be our guest at 
Government House.” 
The incident took place in 
1948 
when 
Thurmond 
was 
running for President on a 
states-rights, 
anti-civil rights 
ticket.

The story behind the abor­ 
tive revolt against Richard 
Nixon’s choice of Gov. Spiro 
T. Agnew for the vice presi­ 
dential nomination was this: 
Many insiders among the 
Republicans were angered by 
the common knowledge that 
in recent months Agnew had 
undergone 
an evident “ sea 
change ' toward the conser­ 
vative side of the subject of 
Negro riots and law and or­ 
der. 
Most GOP governors had 
heard Agnew rip apart the 
report on civil disorders by 
the Kerner Commission, in a 
closed session of the Gover­ 
nors’ Conference at Cincinnati 
in late July. 
They knew. too. that he had 
scolded 
a 
group of 
Negro 
leaders he called to his office 
after the riot in Baltimore 
which 
followed 
Dr. 
Martin 
Luther King s assassination. 
B u t 
Nixon. 
the 
new 
presidential nominee, had this 
very sea change in Agnew 
very much in mind when he 
closeted 
himself 
alone 
to 
make his choice after long 
hours 
of 
discussion 
with 
Republican leaders. 
The 
choice 
of 
Agnew 
represents Nixon s bet that

the issue of “law and order," 
embracing as it does the rise 
in crime, Negro riots, campus 
disturbance 
and 
recurring 
turmoil in the streets, will be 
uppermost

office 
have 
ample 
evidence to support such a 
calculation. 
In 
consequence

this. 
Nixon has also wagered that 
it is more important in 1968 


to try to blunt the third party 
drive of former Alabama Gov.

candidacy feeds on the law 
and order issue, than to ap­ 
peal with main vigor to voters 
in the troubled core cities. 
To 
the 
extent 
that

Nixon 
j u d g m e n t

inescapably to a man with 
clearly conservative leanings, 
who might offset 
some of 
Wallace’s strong pull in the 
South, the selection of Agnew 
could 
be 
portrayed 
as 
an 
appeasement of COP leaders 
in that region. 
That is indeed the critical 
view as expressed in the last 
convention 
hours. 
But 
the 
emphasis here was mostly an 
appeasement 
as 
reward to 
southern 
Republicans 
for 
backing Nixon and holding the 
line against the more favored 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
of 
California. 
Whatever the worth of that 
cynical appraisal, it is not the 
entire 
story. 
The 
Wallace 
threat is real, not only in the 
South 
but 
in 
the 
affluent 
suburbs and the bluecollar 
city areas of the North. 
And with it, naturally, goes 
the 
danger 
that 
a 
strong 
Wallace showing countrywide 
could throw the 1968 election 
into the U.S. House of Rep 
resentatives for lack of an 


electoral majority for either 
m ajor party candidate. The 
nation could be in chaos for 
months. 
Nixon has been tantalized 
by the conflict between the 
need to counter this dancer 
and the need to make winning 
appeals to the turbulent core 


cities. As this reporter noted 
in an earlier column, it was 
plain that 
no m atter how he 
resolved 
the

decision would seem wrong at 
least in part. 
The naming of Agnew may 
in truth be reward for the 
South.

Supervisor Thaddeus Musial- 
kiewicz 
said 
the

a 
public referendum 
on 
the 
proposal. 
The new town garage will 
provide housing for town high­ 
way 
equipment 
and 
o t h e r 
equipment, some of which had 


to be stored outdoors due to 
lack of garage space. 
The town office building will 
provide for all town services 
under one roof and centralize 
the various departments. The 
town now operates several of­ 
fices 
in 
different 
locations 
throughout the township. An in­ 
formational meeting was held 
on the project July 25 where 
drawings, 
maps 
and 
plans 
were available for public view. 
In preliminary studies it had 
been determined that the proj­ 
ect would be financed by bond 
issue to be amortized over a 
30 year period and would add

valuation to the town tax rate. 
The study also noted that the 
elimination of the cost of the 
present operation in makeshift, 


leased 
and 
rented 
buildings 
could reduce the tax rate ad­ 
dition to $1 per $1,000.

Main Street, the main approach 
across the "plains"; and Wall 
Street, unexpectedly not refer­ 
ring to the stockade wall but 
rather deriving from the Dutch 
word for "m iddle" street. 
Wall Street when first laid 
out extended only from Main to 
John Streets. In 1828 it was 
lengthened to become the busi­ 
ness center of the area. Exten­ 
sion of the main thoroughfare 
was made possible by removing 
the ruins of the house where 
Kingston artist.

‘Make Streets Safe’ Says GFWC President 


' In a civilized society it is 
unthinkable that a woman can­ 
not walk on the streets at night 
without fear,” said Mrs. Walter 
Varna* Magee, president of the 
ll million member General Fed­ 
eration of Women's Clubs in her 
Inaugural address in Boston on 
June 14. "If you make them 
safe for women they are safe 
for all.” 
Mrs. Magee considers crime 
prevention of paramount impor­ 
tance during her two-year ad­ 
m inistration. She has appoined 
Mrs. M argaret Moore, an ex­ 
perienced anti-crime crusader, 
to head the GFWC Law- Obser­ 
vance and Crime Prevention- 
Crusade 
for 
Light 
Division, 
which places special emphasis 
on 
a 
crusade 
for 
adequate 
street lighting. 
Since 1JH>2. Mrs. Moore has 
been coordinator of the Indian­ 
apolis Anti Crime C r u s a d e , 
Which was cited in the IM* re­ 
port of the President’s Crime 


Commission as an outstanding 
example of citizen action to al­ 
leviate crime. 
Organization of the Indian­ 
apolis crusade followed public 
indignation when a 90 year old 
retired teacher was fatally in 
lured in front of her apartm ent 
by a 15-year old purse snatcher. 
The editor of the Indianapolis 
News, where Mrs. Moore works 
in the public relations depart­ 
ment, asked her to invite 30 
women to a luncheon to get 
their 
ideas 
on 
combatting 
crime. 
These women were the first 
members 
of 
the 
Anti-Crime 
Crusade. 
Their 
first project: 
better lighting. The group later 
came to include 50.000 women 
from 2.000 organizations. Their 
list of projects grew to include 
such things as court watching, 
deaning up neighborhoods, en­ 
couraging dropouts to return to 
school and helping to get pay 
raises for police. 


Mrs. Moore attributes success 
of the group to the fact that 
they study first, ask public of­ 
ficials know they can help in­ 
stead of telling them, and start 
with small projects.
